THE LEADER OF THE OPPOSITION 


The leader of the opposition mace 4 
neat and harmless speech and showel 
excellent temper throughout. Refer- 
ring to the parry of the member for 
Gleichen about the invisible opposition 
he wondered that the visible govern- 
ment should so often refer to the in- 
visible. Was it because they had such 
a reverence for the invisible. 

He commended the move> and second- 
er of the address for their ability and

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aaid of the farmer. He wae the true 
fcunder of prosperity. Age was 
e@aid of morality and justice, and free- 
dom and truth. The speech from the 
throne was silent on these matters. He

He heartily endoreed the measure of 
the government to look after the un- 
fortunate and ingane and was pleased 
that the censue showed euch an in- 
crease, He complained of the manner 
of taking the cenaus and said that g-eat 
Injustice had been done to Alte-ta by 
the ineffective system of the govern- 


ment. 
PREMIER'S REPLY 

The leader of the opposition then di- 
rected his attention to ihe resent con- 
test in Gleichen. He had nothing to 
way against the choice of the electors 
of that constituency, but he protested 
against the government sending one of 
its members there and exerting all ite 
-energies to crush the opposition. Had 
they the love of the country at heiri 
they would have permitted the erection 
of another member to the invisible op- 
pogition to act as a sieve for the gov- 


,ernment’a legislation. 


No protection had been given to the 
struggling farmer and the great in- 
dustry of agriculture. Nothing waa 
done to assist him againgt the corpora- 
tions. The farmer was up against a 
tremendous combine, and drew grue- 
g@ome picture of th> growth of pluto- 
cracy in the United States. Nothing 
had been don? towards the Hudson's 
Bay route to give relief to the farmer 
and an outlet for his oroduce. 

The proposals of the Government to 
encourage secondary education, had hie 
hearty support, but he noticed the gov- 
ernment were short of funds for main- 
taining schools and had resorted to di- 
rect taxation of corporation lands, 
and were spinning here and there to se- 
cure funds for the extension of se:ond- 
ary education. He was sorry that 
lands out side of the achool districts 
should be taxed. H*? lamencel the 
handing over of the crown lands to th? 
Dominion. Had we retained our lands 
there would be no shortage of funds. 
Recently great discover’es of anthra- 
cite had been made in Altecta. The 
province was limitices in resources; 
in fact the province was a ‘‘doublo- 
decker,”’ as a great American has said. 
The member for High River cznclucet 
with an appeal for cv*ry memte> of 
the legislaiure to do hia utinost for 
the good government of the falrext 
province in the Dominion. 

The Premier, in rising to continu? 
the debate for the Government, con- 
eratulated the mover and seconder for 
the able manner in which they acquit- 
ted thems?iv.s in handling the address. 
and referred in graczful terms to tre 
former members for Glrichen and Ve-- 
mil'on.

Ottawa, Jan. 29.—Hon. A. B. Ayles- | 


worth in the house to-day introduc- 
ed a bill to amend the National 
Transcontinental Railway Act. Mr 
Hughes, P.E.1., moved that an ad 
dress be presented praying the gov- 
ernment to amend the British North 
America Act so that New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia and Prince Edwa d 
Island should never have less repre- 
tion was supported by Mr. Martin 
and Dr. Daniels. Mr. Aylesworth de- 
livered an able address on the terms 
of union and the relation of the dif- 
ferent provinces to the act of confed- 
eration. Had the resolution referred 
entirely to P.E.1. he would have hesi- 
tated before expressing his opinion, 
as hoe had been engaged as counsel. 
But the resolution included the prov- 
inces of Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick. When the Maritime Provinces 
entered confederation the negotia 
tions were carried on by, autonom- 
ous states, 
commenced by the lieutenant gover- 
nor of Nova scotia and the governor 
of Prince Edward Island and the res- 
olutions were forwarded to the Quebec 
conference. 
ference was to be found in the sev- 
enteenth resolution, which provides 
that the basis of representation in 
the house of commons shall be re- 
presented by population.

population. In 1870 the province cf 
Manitoba entered confederation, The 
terms in this instance were on the 
lines of representation by population. 
The agreement between British Co- 
lumbia and the Dominion at the time 
of confederation was that the pro- 
vinee should have not Jess than six 
members, but if the population in- 
creased the representation was to be 
increased so that the Manitoba act 
and the British Columbia act were 
before them when discussing the 
terms of union with the islands in 
1864, the Island said that it was nof 
willing to come in with five members, 
it wanted six. In 1873 the province 
was entitled to five members and the 
cuestion now was whether it should 
Le five or six. The contract between 
Vrince Edward Island and British 
Columbia only two years before, the 
latter not being entitled to six mem- 
hers, shows that the agreement’ with 
the Island was a bargain for the re- 
and the population at that time, On 
the question of law at all events, the 
contracts has been interpreted against 
them as it had been decided that 
they have no legal claim to that which 
is now asked for, first by a judgment 
of the supreme court and afterwards 
by the judicial committee of the privy 
council. The interpretation of the B. 
N. A. Act indicated that by the terms 
of the union Prince Edward Island 
must be subject, as all the other prov- 
inces are, to representation by popu- 
lation, The city of Winnipeg had a 
larger population than the Island, yet 
it had only one representative in the 
house of commons. There was not 
likely to be any substantial increase 
for many years to come in the popu- 
lation of the Island, and the like- 
lihood was that the representation 
should be still further reduced, The 
probability is that it might be re 
duced to one. If it should be wiped 
out altogether or reduced to one, an 
occasion would arise when an appeal 
might be made to the mother of par- 
liaments to have the constitution am- 
ended. The question before the house 
was whether this should be done for 
one member. If that were done,there 
would no doubt be an appeal from 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
ag they were entirely in the same pos- 
ition. If this was done the principal 
of representation by population de- 
clared by the Quebec conference 
would at once be putanend to, Mr. 
Sproule thought the other provinces 
retaining the representation they al- 
ready had. W. F. Maclean thought 
we should be generous with the Mar- 
itime Provinces. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
spoke with a good deal of sympathy 
for the Maritime Provinces, He sa'd 
that there was a growing sentimen:

Mificial Apzointed to Investigate Re- 
ports That Out-break in Southern 
Alberta Was Brought in by Picture 
Canvassers From lowa 


Lethbridge, 28-—-Chas. Mair,

sioner of immigration to investigate 
the small pox outbreak at High River, 
His report, of 
which the substance is given below, is 
of areassuring character, 

A party of five Americans, all from 
the State of Lowa, crossed into OGan- 
ada at Snowflake and began canvas- 
sing for enlargement of photographs 
travelling from town to town in 
Southern Manitoba, and going from 
house to house in the country parts. 
Aboud November 1 they arrived at 
Indian Head, where it is believed 
they contracted the disease and where 
they stayed for two weeks taking ord- 
ers. They went direct to Macleod, 
stopping only a few hours at Medicine 
Hat en route. In less than two weeks 
they left Macleod and went to Clares- 
holm, the disease declaring itself on 
one of the party at that point on De- 
cember Ist and on another on Dec. 
15. They were both ill when they 
came to High River, but went about 
the farm houses as usual taking ord- 
ers, the disease it would appear hav- 
ing been previously but mistakenly 
diagnosed as chicken pox. There have 
been six causes in High River so far, 
the patients being now convalescent. 
The Alberta hotel is the only public 
house in quarantine, but the schools 
are closed and all public buildings 
or enterainments are forbidden, Ev- 
ery care is being taken otherwise in @ 
genrela vaccination, for one of the 
most significant features of the out- 
break is that the cases are in unvac- 
cinated persons. The disease is under 
control in the town of High River.

MODERN FICTION'’S HEROINE. 


A recent reviewer says some plain 
truths about the heroines of the ma- 
jority of our short stories and many 
of our books. It is a type new to 
English literature, a product of the 
last decade—these ‘‘champagne-witted 
women” and “thin-lipped Delilahs.” 

This particular reviewer accounts 
for them as an antidote to the breezy, 
athletic type, which was becoming 
passé as an author’s lay-figure. There 
are other and more disagreeable rea- 
sons for the introduction of this real- 
istic later type of heroine, one would 
venture to say looking out upon mod- 
ern social conditions. 

But this is what that masculine re- 
viewer has to say, and says in pic 
turesque fashion. 

“It was in consequence of a mis- 
reatling of what most interests man 
in womanly character that resulted, 
he says, “in the importation of those 
formidable women into fiction who 
with all their wit and resources, 
have added nothing to its morality. 
First, she was the athletic, snaggle- 
toothed heroine who strided into on 
novels about ten years ago, slapped 
the hero on the back with the eman- 
cipated air of one who didn’t care a 
cuss whether he proposed or not. All 
the reviewers called her “breezy” and 
she made a perfect paddock of fiction 
till the average reader discovered that 
she was a fad in books and out of 
them, @ mule-natured obsession of 
femininity by no megns as character- 
istic of womanhood as was the deer- 
eyed lambkin heroine who figured in 
earlier romances,

And it would not have been out of 
place for the reviewer to ‘add that 
what a wholesome mind asks for and 
enjoys in its books, it likewise desires 
in society. In a wide-awake age the 
charm of piquancy and interest need 
never be left as a monopoly to the 
species of woman this reviewer scores, 
As a matter of fact it does! no.

The 
warehouse, which was 66 by 110 feet 
and five stories in height, was com- 
pleted in 1903 and was under lease by 
the firmh-of Ratray & Cameron, who 
sub-let portions to various other com- 
panies. “The fire started at the rear 
of the first floor up, which was joint- 
ly occupied by Messrs. J. D. King, 
wholesalé boots and. shoes, and the 
Pulford-Leonard Drug company. From 
there it spread in all directions, be- 
ing fed by the combustible nature of 
the goods in stock, the floods of water 
poured in seemingly having made no 
impression. The ground floor was (c- 
cupied by Rattray & Cameron, man- 
ufacturers agents and dealers in 
hardware supplies; William Patter- 
son, biseuits and confectionery, and 
the Copeland-Chatterson Co., loose.

In 188! the residents of Edmonton felt 
it was time to organize the population 
into a corporate body, and a meeting 
was called by Dick McGuin of the Hud- 
gone Bay Co., In MeDougall’s hall, on 
October 29th, 1881, where it was decided 
fo organize and survey the town site. 
Secon after this a boom was pr>cipl 
fated on the maiden town by capital'sts 
from Winnipeg and prices of lots ros° 
to £200 and 9400 The people coals 5!

Obiain tives to their property, and new 
comers began to invade the place and 
claim-iSimping became prevalent. fat:

He Outlines Work Done by Railway 
Commissioners and Explains Their 
Powers 


Montreal Herald—Mr. Justice Killam, 
chairman of the 
of Hallway Commissioner a, was 
entertained at lunch -yeaterday 
by the Canadian Club at the 
queen's Hotei, ana in the course of 
an abie and interesting address he 
presented an illuminative review of 
the work done by the soard- since 
its creation three years ago. ‘The 
gathering which numpvered some 200 
manufacturers, merchants, shippers, 
and raiiway men, iistened witn evi- 
dent appreciation to the address. 

The learned Chief Commissioner de- 
ecribed first the constitution of the 
boara whicn has unger its authority 
@ staff of thirty-one with the prospect 
of a considerable increase in the near 
tuture, and then went on to discuss 
the powers with which it had been 
clothed. 

Touching the question of -railway 
rates ,Mr. Justice Klilam remarke.: 
The tariffs are made with regard to 
these classes by the railway compan- 
jea primarily but tne railway compan- 
jes have special commodity rates 

which though they may be included 
in a particular Ciassification,are ,i ts 
tnought, properly to be considered 
eubjects of separate and different 
treatment. The principal upon which 
the railway Act proceeds in regard 
to the tarifis of railways is thie: The 
railway companies are requirei to 
make up wnat are cailed standard 
tariffs in which they give the maxi- 
imuny tite aCcoraing LO inileage, which 
they are entitled to charge for passen- 
ger traffic or tor tha aifferent Classis 
ot freight traffic. These tolla are ap- 
proved by the board and they cannot 
be exceeded, nor can railwaya charge 
anything for the cartage of goods unti: 
these standard tarifis are approvei 
Then the railway companies are al- 
lowed to make what are calle special 
farif{fe for the carrlage of these dif- 
ferent classes or of special commoii- 
ties, These tariffs do not require the 
Approval of tne bourd; the{ only! simi- 
tation is that the rates must not be 
higher than the atandard = tarifis 
which have been approvei, and that 
they must conform to the provisions 
of the Rallway Act with regard to 
discrimination and = preference adn 
other matters. 

“Probably,” said the judge, 
may think, as I thought in my inno- 
cense at one time,that thera ts some 
basic principles on which tarifie of 
railway rates are formed, sumething 
that might be taken as a foundation 
upon which to judge of the reason- 
ableneas of rates. However, in one 
case® which we had befora ug not long 
ago, we had as a witness a gentie- 
man who had grown old in the rall- 
way service and had retired to pri- 
vate Ite. He had passed alt of his 
life dealing with tariffs and tolls, and 
he was asked in the course of acall 
on what principles the formation of 
railway rates was based. And the 
best answer thie gentioman could give 
was this, He said: When the firsi 
man mado a railway tariff he had a 
Chinese puzzle; he did not know whai 
he had to do, but he had to make a 
tariff and he made one of some kind, 
and the people who came after him 
have been acting on it ever eince 
(Laughter.) You can, therefora, judge, 
gentiemen, what are going to bo tle 
difficulties of the board, when they 
come to determine, as probably they 
will have to do yet, what ghall be 
the ganeral basis on which railway 
rates in Canada @hall be framed.” 

With regari to car shortage, Mr. 
Justice Killam said in part: “The 
business development of Canada has 
been very great of recent years, and
